Compromise On 
Repatriation 


TOKYO (AV—Red China Pre­ 
mier Chou En-Iai tonight offered 
a compromise solution to the 
knotty problem of repatriating 
Korean war prisoners the only 
issue blocking an armistice agree­ 
ment. 
It was the first break in the 
Reds’ previously-unyielding de­ 
mands that all prisoner* be re­ 
turned. 
Chou proposed that both sides 
return those prisoners who insist 
on going home and hand over the 
others to a neutral state “to in­ 
sure a just solution to the ques­ 
tion of their repatriation.” 
He did not propose a neutral 
state by name, presumably leav­ 
ing that question to be decided 
at the armistice ait® of Panmun- 
Jom.

The Easter story starts with the prophets. They had 
for hundreds of years predicted the coming of the Mes­ 
siah. But the tense drama which reached its climax 
with the risen Christ began to take shape in Bethany at 
the home of Simon, the leper. 
It was there that Mary, sister of Martha and Lazarus, 
“took a pound of costly ointment of pure nard and 
anointed the feet of Jesus and wiped His feet with her 
hair; and the house was filled with the fragrance of the 
ointment. But Judas Iscariot, one of His disciples (he 
who was to betray Him), said ‘Why was this ointment 
not sold for three hundred denarii and given to the 
poor?’ ” And others reproached her. 
But Jesus rebuked them saying: 
“ ‘Why do you trouble this woman? For she has done 
a beautiful thing to Me. For you always have the poor 
with you, but you will not always have Me. In pouring 
this ointment on My Body she has done it to prepare 
Me for burial.’ ” 
Indignant, “not that he cared for the poor but because 
he was a thief, and as he had the money box he used 
to take what was put into it,” Judas left. 
Finally he ‘V ent to the chief priests and said, ‘What 
will you give me if I dleiver Him to y<3u?’

A victim 
of cerebral palsy since birth, the 
boy never had been able to talk 
and had difficulty walking. 
Sell, according to police, said he 
didn’t want to see his son suffer. 
He also was quoted as saying he 
believed he him self was in bad 
health and didn’t have m uch long­ 
er to live—and that he didn’t w ant 
his 
wife, 
herself

health, to be burdened with the 
boy's care. 
He kept an all-night vigil with 
his son’s body in the car. During

LOS ANGELES (if)—The sports j 
w'orld today mourns the death of 
fabulous Jim Thorpe, 
acclaimed 
the greatest all-around athlete of 
the first half of this century. 
The Oklahoma Indian—star of his j 
day in football, track, field and 
big league baseball—died Saturday 
of a heart attack in his modest 
trailer home In suburban Lomita. 
Thorpe, 64. collapsed while eating 
dinner 
with

wife. 
He apparently had been in good

his sudden 
passing was a shock to his family 
and many friends.

Seeds Need Help In Their 


Struggle To Reach Surface 


Experiments with soil conditioners 
accent the importance of the top 
one-inch of garden soils. They are 
proving that for crops grown from 
seed, the soil texture on the surface 
is more important than any other 
section. 
* 
The seed is dropped in this top 
layer, and before your garden be­ 
gins to grow it must overcome the 
hazards that beset garden seels. 
to send a sprout through the soil 
covering to reach the fresh air and 
sunshine above. 
This is called “emergence,” and 
may involve a serious struggle by 
the seed against numerous threats 
to its development. Tender seeds may 
be frozen, if planted too early in 
the spring. Even hardy seeds, when 
planted in cold damp soil, may lie 
so long without germinating that 
fungous diseases or moulds attack 
and destroy them. Any seed or sprout 
may drown, if water covers the

surface too long, depriving it of 
air.
